In Polk County. 


POOH HAS LIED ABOUT IT 


Pr isoner Is In Jail at Her mitage, 
But Will Be Taken to Boli­ 
var for Tr ial. 


A nthony Poor , alias “ 
D utch” 
Poor , whose cold-blooded mur der 
of John T . Adam s has been chr on­ 
icled in the D e m o c r a t , 
is now in 
jail at Her mitage, H ickor y coun­ 
ty, but he will likely be tr ied at 
Bolivar , Polk county, as it is be­ 
lieved the cr ime was committed 


ther e. 
The H ickor y County Democr at, 
published at Her mitage, gives the 
confession of Poor in the following 


language : 
•‘ Adams and I camped at Weau- 
bleau cr eek, beyond Er na postof­ 
fice, about 5 o’clock in the even­ 
ing of June 20. 
“ 
I was sick and climbed into a 
pastur e by the r oadside and lay 
down on the gr ass and went to 


sleep. 
“ 
W hen night came we made our 
bed down on the gr ound by the 
side of the wagon. 
The sun was 
w ell up when we awoke. 
I got 
br eakfast, at A d am s’ r equest, and 


we ate. 
“ 
He pr oposed a car d game. 
I 
told him I would play if he would 
not get mad. 
W e played and I 
w on a dollar . He said he expected 
to have all the money I had, so 
w e disputed and he r ushed at me 
w ith a knife, and, to defend m y­ 
self, I str uck him with an ax. 
“ 
The fir st lick did not stop him, 
so I str uck him the second time, 
and he fell to the gr ound dead. 
I 
put him in the wagon, thinking I 
w ould haul him to W ar saw and 
give him up and myself also. 
Be­ 
tween Fair field and W ar saw I con­ 
cluded 
to 
thr ow 
him 
out 
and 


did so.” 
Continuing, the Hickor y county 


paper s a y s : 
N o 
one 
believes he quar r eled 
with A dam s and 
killed him 
in 
self-defense. 
The 
r ight 
side 
of 
A d a m s’ skull was cr ushed in and 
Poor is a r ight-handed man, so the 
blow must have been str uck fr om 
behind the victim. 
It is the consensus of opinion 
that he has made a l y i n g confession 
i and that he br ained his victim with 
the ax while Adam s slept. 
He is 
as bold as any cr iminal that goes 
unhung. 
He looks the image of a 
mur der er and eats and sleeps with 
seeming ease of conscience. 
It is 
evident now that the cr ime was 


com m itted in Polk county, so ther e 
* is wher e he will pr obably be tr ied. 
Excitement 
has calmed 
down 
some, and mob violence is not now 


expected.

Weaubleau cr eek, just wher e Poor 
said he had thr own them after the 
killing. 
He would doubtless have kept 
the boots also, but they could not 
ser ve his pur pose. 
He is badly 
cr ippled in the r ight foot; besides, 
the boots would be much too small 
for him. 
The box containing the bones of 
John Adam s [was opened on^the 
str eet 
east of 
the Centr al hotel 
Tuesday and the ghastly r emains 
wer e viewed by many of the mur ­ 
der ed man’s fr iends and r elatives. 
The box was then taken to the 
cemeter y 
and 
consigned 
to 
the 
gr ave, thus r emoving fr om ear thly 
sight 
the 
br oken, 
dismember ed 
body of a Her mitage boy who had 
been mur der ed in cold blood.

T h 
e ser ious danger of a 
long 
and wasting war gr owing out of 
the 
Chinese 
situation, 
says 
the 
Kansas C ity Times, lies in the con­ 
tingency of a disr uption and quar ­ 
r el between the nations that ar e 
now sending ar mies into China to 
punish 
her 
for 
her 
bar bar ities. 
Should the allies fall out and begin 
fighting 
among 
themselves 
over 
the dismember ment of China, then 
may r esult a long 
str uggle 
that 
will r each ar ound the wor ld and 
tur n back the hands on the dial of 
pr ogr ess and civilization. 


It is a shame to civilization that 
the gr eat Chr istian power s have 
fr itter ed aw ay a month of pr ecious 
time while 
their minister s, their 
missionar ies and.other r epr esenta­ 
tives wer e 
being per secuted and 
mur der ed in China. 
A union of 
for ces, a r ush 
to 
Pekin 
and 
a 
lescue was the 
pr ogr amme 
that 
should have been car r ied out with 
a vigor that would have impr essed 
the heathen wor ld. 
But the pow ­ 


er s began the fight by bombar ding 
Chinese for ts 
and 
then 
stopped 
pr oceedings without either lear n­ 
ing the fate of their minister s or 
r elieving 
those 
who 
may 
have 
tempor ar ily escaped the fur y 
of 
their savage assailants. 
W hat ar e 
lar ge standing ar mies for , except 
to speedily defend the flag under 
which they ser ve and pr otect the 
citizens or subjects that suppor t 
them ? 


T h e r epublicans of Missour i, if 
they r eally mean to make a live, 
active campaign, can har dly affor d 
to r eject the invitation to open the 
battle at Sedalia. 
If they wish to 
pr esent their candidates and plat­ 
for m to the people for compar ison 
with the democr ats, they will have 
an excellent oppor tunity to do so 
by opening their campaign at the 
place the democr ats have chosen. 
W e all r emember the big cr owd 
attr acted to Sedalia in 1892 to hear 
Major 
War ner 
aad 
other 
state 
leader s, 
and 
Sedalia 
would 
be 
happy to enter tain them again. 


I t was not without r eason, says 
the Republic, that, in the r ecent 
Por to Rican celebr ation in honor 
of St. Jago, the patr on saint of 
Spain, ther e was a studied failur e 
on the par t of the natives to dis­ 
play the Amer ican flag among the 
decor ations of the day. 
Indeed, a 
Por to Rican mer chant, comment­ 
ing on this fact and on the lack 
of Por to Rican enthusiasm in the 
celebr ation of the Four th of July, 
ver y fr ankly explained the native 
sentiment causing this distinction. 
“ 
Our people,” 
said he, “ 
should 
not be blamed by the Amer icans 
for expr essing their feelinge this 
way. 
The United States consti­ 
tution has not been extended to 
their 
island. 
The 
pr ivileges of 
citizenship have been denied them. 
In such cir cumstances Por to Ricans 
cannot appr eciate Amer ican insti­ 
tutions, and, natur ally, would not 
obser ve Amer ican holidays.” 


T h e possibility ihat this countr y 
may have to fur nish a substantial 
quota to an inter national ar my for 
the r elief of Pekin or other ser vice 
in China, says the Chicago Chr on­ 
icle, r evives the matter of life in­ 
sur ance 
to 
soldier s. 
A n y 
lar ge 
number of tr oops contr ibuted at 
one 
time by the 
United States 
must necessar ily be volunteer s, and 
a cer tain per centage of them would 
alr eady be inr ur ed, while the in­ 
cr eased chances of death would, of 
cour se, spur ether s intending to 
enlist to secur e immediate insur ­ 
ance. 
The willingness of the life 
companies to issue new and keep 
alive old insur ance to officer s and 
men volunteer ing for a r elatively 
shor t time and on the special ser v­ 
ice of a single war was shown in 
the conflict with Spain. 
It was a 
novel question for the standar d or ­

Jerry 
Simpson, 
the well-known 
ex-congressman from Kansas, who

States senator, and who took such 
a prominent part in the state pop­ 
ulist convention, which closed here 
W ednesday, was last evening the 
central 
figure 
in 
a 
sensational 
physical encounter in this city, in 
wliich more than 500 men took 
part. 
He was attacked by a mob 
of hoodlums while m aking a speech 
at a big race meeting, and fought 
like a tiger, until M ayor Good- 
lander and many prominent men 
rushed from a fashionable audience 
and delivered him from the mob. 
Mr. Simpson was induced by the 
D rivin g association to remain over 
here and make a speech at the race 
track. 
A bout K o^clock, between 
h¿ats, M ayor Goodlander escorted 
Mr. Simpson to the press stand in 
the center of the large amphithea­ 
ter, and introduced him from a re­ 
porters’ table. 
H e was received 
with cheers and began his address 
by 
referring 
to the m agnificent 
manner in which Fort Scott enter­ 
tained the three state conventions. 
“ I have not seen a republican 
since I ’ve been here,” he exclaim ­ 
ed, intending to continue by com­ 
plim enting the republicans for their 
non-partisan interest in the enter­ 
tainment of the thousands of visi­ 
tors, but 200 negro hostlers and 
hoodlums in and in front of the 
grand stand set up a yell of deris 
ion, and continued it persistently. 
One young negro mounted the 
railing around the press stand and 
started to pin a M cK inley button 
on Mr. Sim pson’s coat, but was 
stopped. 
He 
continued 
yelling 
and jeering. 
Mr. Simpson turned 
to him and, touching him on the 
shoulder, asked him to keep quiet. 
T h e negro cursed 
him viciously, 
and Simpson attempted to shove 
him off of the railing. 
H e grabbed 
Simpson around the body, and a 
fierce struggle began. 
T he table 
on which they stood gave w ay, 
and both men fell to the floor, Mr. 
Simpson m anaging to land on top. 
H e got the negro’s head between 
his knees, and was inflicting severe 
punishment, when a w ild mob of 
the rabble was upon him. 
Meantime the wildest consterna­ 
tion was created in the grand stand, 
which was packed w ith people, 
many of whom were ladies from 
the best homes. 
M ayor Gooalan- 
der had already arrived at Mr. 
Sim pson’s side, and he was at once 
joined by scores of prominent men 
from the audience and by a num­ 
ber of 
policemen.

mayor 
picked up the offending negro and 
threw him over the railing to the 
floor, ten feet below. 
A s he fell 
another man struck him a blow on 
the head with the butt of a whip, 
draw ing blood. 
T his heightened the rage of the 
mob, and it became violent. 
The 
force in the press stand protecting 
M r. Simpson was too strong for it, 
however, and it turned upon the 
police who had arrested the negro 
and tore him from them. 
Prose­ 
cuting A ttorney Shepherd address­ 
ed the mob, cautionina: it against 
interfering w ith the officers, but it 
yelled him down and liberated the 
prisoner.

HE DIED A PAUPER 


Mortimer D. Shaw, Former La­ 
bor Leader. 


LAID IN POTTER’S FIELD 


He Passed Away On the Ulth lust., 
Biu Not Until Yesterday Was 
His Identity Learned. 


It developed yesterday that Mor­ 
timer D. Shaw, the erstwhile tele- 
grapli operator, labor agitator and 
journalist, died at the city hospital 
on the 13th inst., and that his body 
was interred in the potter’s field a 
few days later, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Shaw was once well known in 
this city, but dropped out of sight 
some years ago and was almost for­ 
gotten by his former friends and 
acquaintances, 
until 
about 
six 
weeks ago, when he again appeared 
in the city. 
He was worn by dis­ 
ease, and it was apparent to his 
acquaintances that he had but a 
short time to live. 
He was sent to the City hospital 
June 24, where he was registered 
as Mortimer Sh aw ,47 years of age, 
a native of Illinois, a telegraph 
operator by occupation, single, no 
home, and his ailment was diag­ 
nosed as gastritis. He passed away 
July 13, and was registered on the 
death list as Martin Shaw, under 
which name the body was interred 
in potter’s field. 
Shaw was the leader in the local 
telegraphers’ strike 
in 
1883, 
in 
which the strikers were in a meas­ 
ure successful. 
He continued 
to 
be active in labor circles for some 
years afterward and also engaged 
in 
conducting 
a 
politico-labor 
newspaper which ran a few years, 
but was abandoned. 
He was ac­ 
tive for a time in local politics. 
He married early in life, but some 
years ago his wife obtained a di­ 
vorce from him. 
When his health 
failed him some years ago some of 
the labor unions combined to estab­ 
lish a home for him at some point 
in Illinois, which he occupied till 
he returned to the city a few weeks 
ago.
